WEEKS AT THE FAIR GROUNDS. 



Ketchemike Defeats Jim Simpson in the Main Race 
of the Day — Masquerade Wins from Earl’s 
Court — Long Shots Prevail. 



Now Orloans, La., March .10. — Tlio olosin.t; two 
w*M'ks of the Crescent Cit.v .L>ok'-y Clul»'s winter 
iiieetiiiK was inuiiiinruted tmlay at the Fair Grounds 
under anytliin^; hut favorable auspices. 

The atteiidaiUN- was small, speculation light and 
the ])rogram aliout tlH‘ p«K>ri-st of the season. Next 
wi-ek tlie New Ismisiana Jo<-ke.v C'luh will give a 
week’s racing, wliich will wind up the season here. 

The niednwre class of horses contesting made sur- 
pris<-s inevitahie. and no on - was scriousl.v shocked 
when General Marchniont. in the oiK*ning race, 
which was hacked with supreme contidem-e by his 
owner and following, led a fair hand of youngsters 
to the tinish. 

In the succeeding race, the choices were again 
Imwled over, Agnes Wo«h1, at a long price, taking 
the iturse from Gowanga. another neglected one. 

Masquerade, the favta-lte in the third race, lin- 
Islied sligliti.v in advance of Earl’s Court, on which 
C. It. Ellison had planned a killing. 

The feature, if such it could be called, went to 
r. Dunne’s Ketchemike, an overwhelming favorite, 
in hollow style. 

The fifth race was thought to he Itetween Gild 
and (’arew, neither of which managed to be inside 
till' nuaiey. the purse going to Lord Dixon, which 
showed suddi'iily Improved form and outstayed Lem- 
on Giri in tlie closing strides. 

La Fayette, the favorite in the sixth race, had to 
stand a hard drive through the final furlong to get 
home in advance of .Maelstrom. 

In the closing race Gilpin led all the way and 
iieat GoWway. J. Lee’s ride on Doubt in this race 
was sharply crlticlEed. He had him under restraint 
for three-quarters, and in the final drive he was in 
a pocket which effectively disposed of his chances 
to finish in the money'. 

Tlie reiKirt that Edward Corrigan had secured 
control of the Cit.v Park track by the purchase of 
the l>lo<-k of stoi'fc held h.v S. F. Heaslip. was 
denied h.v tlie latter this afternoon. Mr. Heaslip 
etati^d that his sto<‘k holdings had not been trans- 
ferred to Mr. Corrigan as rei«>rted. and that he 
was still pri'sldent of the New Orleans Jockey Club. 
Furflier tliaii this Mr. Heaslip would not commit 
himself. 

Those supposed to be close to the powers that 
control the racing here aver that the transfer of 
the stock to Mr. Cwrigan is not far off, as the 
latter is said to iiold an option on it and its trans- 
fer will place Mr. Corrigan in com]»lete control. 

Hors<-nien were in receipt of liceiisi* blanks today 
from the Kentucky Itaciiig Commission. The appli- 
cation for licens<>s to train and ride on Kentucky 
tracks must be made to the secretary of the Racing 
C^mimissioii at Lexington b<“fore .\pril 18. 

Hart Denthum was notifiiMl today of his appoint- 
ment to manage tlie ten days’ race meeting at 
Beaumont, which follows the meeting to be held at 
IIiMiston, Texas. 

Slwplechase jockey McKinne.v received from Fretl 
Bnrlew tialay notice of bis engagement to ride the 
Bteeplechase horses owned h.v T. Hltclicin'k. Jr. 

Fred Cook was forced to la.v off tixlay on ac- 
count of the Severe losses he sustained the closing 
day of Die City Park meeting. 

Uedganntlet. which was badl.v cut down' in his 
last start, is mi nding slowly, hut will not again lie 
tit for racing purposes until next fall.

Giles Kuna Surprising Race and Defeats Berkeley 
— McCarthy Bides Four Winners. 



Washington. D. C., March -16. — The Washington 
.Tor-key Cluh began its second week’s racing this af- 
teriKsm with a very interesting card. 'The meeting 
is improving evi-ry day. and furtlier Improv inent 
may be looked for tomorrow. Tlie niimls-r of start- 
ers in most of the races today was larger tlian 
nsiial and all wore well lialaneed. The afternoon 
was cloud.v and tin* track slow, Imt this did not 
deter the crowd from enjoying Itself in every way. 

No feature was on the program today, but all 
tlie races were well contested, and tli ■ two-year-old 
races are lieeoming more attractive every day, as 
tile youngsters are now showing soiin- form. 

.Tockey Mi-Carthy was tlie star iierformer in the 
saddle this afternoon liy winning four of the six 
races, and the Canadian rider already lias a big 
following. 

.Tolm E. Madden uncovered a gessi colt in the win- 
ner of the third race. High Range, a well-mad*- 
liiack colt that had to in* imu-li the heat to win, 
as he was off on tlie outside and did not get through 
imtii well in tlie stretch, where he rapidly over- 
took tlie lead TS and won impressively. 

Tlie Canadian colt, Wat -rlirldge, wlilcli was ex- 
tensively liacked the other day and as eoufiilently 
supported this afternoon, won the fourtli race from 
the early leaders, Cartwlieel and Grandpa. 

Thi* victory of Giles in the haiidietip was a big 
surprise. Berkeley, the si'cond elioice, was second, 
niid Smoker, the favorite, third. Berkeley was 
piHirly ridden and so was Smoker, imt the latt r did 
not appear to be in good form today. 

Holscher, the favorite In tlie closing race, was 
caught in the harrier when starter Cassidy sprung 
it and was practically left at the post. He clos d 
a liig gap and was easll.v best. 

.liK-ke.v T. Bums was st*t down for five days liy 
the starter for mislieliavlor at the post on Lady Is- 
al>el in the first race.

Tlie seven-year-old gra.v gelding. Don Doir.o. by 
Rancoeas — Faithless, by Foster, w’liieh Hart S. New- 
man says lie will send to the Newman farm ii ar 
Sweetwater, Texas, to si»end the nvnaiiider of ids 
life in deserved retirement, has been a remarkable 
horse in two things, consistent performances and the 
fact that he has raced for five years in tlie name of 
his bre--der, J. F. Newman. 

Don Domo made his first start when a two-.vear- 
old in the Quickstep Stakes at Washington Park. 
July 2, 1903, running second to Fred Cook’s Fred 
Lepiiert. In his second race lie ran fourth to “Pa” 
Bradley’s Peter Paul, English Lad and Japan. In 
the Hyde Park Stakes Don Domo ran unplaced to 
English Lad. Auditor and Flo Rob. He won his 
race at Harlem, defeating Win. Wriglit and Flo 
Bob and followed It with another winning race at 
Hawthorne, his first performance at that track, fin- 
ishing In front of colts which had previously beaten 
liiin — Auditor, Peter Paul and English Lad. He 
then won the Junior Handicap and Sapling Stakes 
at Harlem. In the Test Stakes at Hawthorne he 
was second to Copperfield. which had finistu-d s.-cond 
to him In the numing of the Sapling Stakes. He 
again ran second to S. C. Hildreth’s Cognomen. 
In his next two races he defeated Orfeo, Callant, 
Edward Hale and others at Hawthorne. Clifton 
Forge. Dick Bernard and others at Harlem, to lie 
then defeated by E. Corrigan’s McGee. lie ran 
two races at IVortb, In which he finished second 
in both, first to Clifton Forge, which Clilcagouns wUl 
remember as one of tlie liiindsomest colts that ever 
raced on the local tracks, in a head finish, the five- 
eighths being run in 59j. In his second start at 
Wortli lie was lieaten by another Texas-bred and 
owne<l filly. G. W. Scott’s Tokalon. 

Trainer H. S. Newman then shipped him to Oak- 
land. where, liefore the close of the year, he ran two 
races, finishing third in Iwth, first to Bearcatoher 
and Sol Smith and then to Casclne and Otto Stifel. 

Don Dome’s first start as a three-year-old was at 
Harlem. August 11. 1904, running second to S'. C. 
Hildreth’s Delagoa. His races during the rest of 
the summer were consistent for the early part of the 
season, and in eight starts was only unplaced but 
twice, when meeting siicli good ones as Bearcatcher. 
Nannie Hodge, Big Ben. Ram’s Horn, Federal. 
White Plnnie and Irene Lindsey. He then appa- 
rently trained off and never finished In the money 
during tlie rest of the year. 

As a four-year-old Don Domo made thirty-two 
starts, winning ten of them, finishing second the 
same numlier of times and third in seven. Twenty- 
six of these races were run on the Canadian circuit 
aud the other six at Ascot Park. 

In 1906 Don Domo ran all of his races on the 
race tracks In Kentucky and at Ascot Park, and his 
liest race was winuiug the Iroquois Stakes at Louis- 
ville. 

Last year at Ascot Park Don Domo ran six suc- 
cessive winning races, defeating the best sprinters 
lit the track. 

The “gray ghost” was never better than he was 
last Monday, when he defeated Mary F. in a head 
finish at Santa .\nita Park. He had previously won 
two races, defeating Horace E., Norfolk and other 
fast ones. 

Don Domo never was anything but a sprinter, 
and when in form was able to bold his own against 
tlie best short-distance borses at the tracks where 
he raced. His record for five .years, together with 
tlie amount of money he has won, is as follows:

”I think the people around New York may take 
this ns some evidence of my faith that racing will 
he seen on the New York tracks this year on ttie 
same grand scale as heretofore,” said Langdon to- 
da.v. 

’’Wliite.v” Langdon Is one of the most deservedly 
popular men on the track. Entirely without bis 
knowledge, instances of Langdoii’s unheralded gen- 
eroslt.v to many a iioor fellow who has not lieen so 
fortunate have been told me. He Is a typically 
optimistic turf devotee, and to him moiie.v does not 
mean niuoli. Not long since I read of how the flip 
of a coin lietween (liarles Reed and Colonel Ackllu, 
the former owner of Fairview Farm in Tennessee, 
lietermlned the question whether Mr. Reed should 
pay $.5(),<XH) or $60,000 for that famed nursery of 
the thonmgbbred when lie bought It many years 
ago.

Golden Wine in the sixth and Hildebrand was sub- 
stitute*! after a long delay.

In foal, and all of which are to be bred this season.

Mdehls' name and colors, with Langdon’g $24,000 
mare, Flij) Flap, second. He had won the mare’s 
imrehase (irlce at the Sheep-shead Bay June meet- 
ing, tint she was cut down in a race soon afterward 
and laid np for several months. 

The Brighton Clip, with a value of $12,000 or 
Ihereabouts. appeared to lie at her mercy, however, 
for two weeks iM'forc the race. But meantime 
Langdon had liecome short of money and was de- 
sirous of selling Flip Flap. lie suggested to Janies 
B. Brady that he could have tlic mare on tliese 
terms — $12,0(i0 in cash, or tliat amount of money 
was to be Iiet for Idni on the mure in the race. 
Thus, if slie won, I.angdon would get back in licts 
about what she cost, and if she lost, he would 
have neitlier mare nor money. Brady hesitated, 
and the deal was not arranged. The aggravating 
jiart of it was that if Brady had iKUiglit Flip Flap 
he would not have eonsonted to his cast-off Ilolsclier 
running in the race, as the engagement was his, 
and Ilolsclier would not have defeated Flip Flaii 
and made so great a difference to Langdon. True, 
lie still had his mare, but her chief value before 
the cup race was her engagement in that, which 
seemed a eorfainty for her. 

Flip Flap is now the iiroperty of Harry Payne 
Whitney, wlio iKiiight her to add to the collection 
of noted turf performers gathered together in Iiis 
lifetime by the late William C. Whitney. Langdon 
was surprised to know that Flip Flap is an entry 
in -the Empire City Handicap at Yonkers. He 
understooil that she would be bred this season. 

Gwyn Tompkins, known all over the we.st some 
years ago. Is up liere for a few days from his com- 
fortnlile home in Virginia. I have known Gwyn 
for many years, and last night as he sat in the 
parlor of the Raleigh in full dress, looking the 
part of an aide, educated, liheral-ininded horse- 
owner, the picture of contentment and prosperity. 
I took part with him In the talk of the wave of 
li.vpoerisy which is sweeping ail over the country, 
and which, I am glad to say. has had a magnificent 
reliiiko in England, where the hypocritical govern- 
ment is meddling with the right of a man to take 
a drink when he feels like it.

for along alKiiit 1890 be was reiiorting the races 
at Saratoga for the Evening Sun, and that year 
liecame meinorahio through the fact that he was 
accredited with winning large sums of money, the 
news attracting attention all over the country be- 
oau.so it was a ro|Kirter who was the hero of it. 
-\s a matter of fact, I believe that a large part 
of those winnings were for W. J. .\rkell, of Judge 
and Frank lA-slie’s, who at that time was a capi- 
talist and a imwer in Republican iwlltlcs tbroiigli 
Ids up-stato connections. He acted as trustee 
for llio Drexel instate, and was in charge of tlie 
cottage at Mount .McGregor, near Saratoga, at 
wliich President Grant lingered long in his last ill- 
ness. 

-Mr. .\rkcll was anotlicr of the many who, in tlie 
course of a hmg career on tlie turf, I have met. 
wlnim it was an iuinor and a pleasure to know. 
Just liow many men “Billy” Arkcll helped out of 
troiibh- will never bo known, but the list is a 
long one. Tlie late Lewis Elmore trained horses 
for liini for several years, and when Ethellicrt was 
a two-year-old lie ran in James Galway’s colors, 
but Mr. Arkell was half owner of the stable. Some 
years before that, if I am not mistaken, 
Scoggan Bros, sold to Mr. Arkcll the colt, Hin- 
doo<-raft, which was trained or managed by Gwvn 
'rompkins, who at tliat period also began "to race 
steeplechasers, among them the good mare Can 
Uan. J. J. Burke.
